Report Americans Aid 


British Not Confirmed 


_, Washington, D. C., March 24.— 
Xo confirmation of German reports 
that American troops have partici- 
pated in the fight on the British 
front had reached the war depart- 
ment up to a late hour tonight. 


It was recalled that American 


railway engineers in training at the 
British front were involved in the 
German counter attack on Cam- 
brai several months ago but there 
Has been nothing to indicate that 
any other than engineer or special 
forces have been employed at any 
time with the British forces. 


Officials generally displayed the 


most eager interest in every item 
of news as to the German drive. 
The government may have received

Paris. France, March 24. — The 


German "monster cannon" which 
has been bombarding Paris, has 
been located in the forest of St. 
Gobien west of Laon, and exactly 
122 kilometres (approximately 76 
.miles) from the Paris city hall. 


The gun bombarded Paris dur- 


ing the greater • part of Sunday. 
The day was ushered in by loud 
explosions from the ten inch shells 
and immediately the alarm to take 
cover was sounded. This occurred 
:at 6:55 o'clock and many persons 
sought shelter, but greater num- 
bers of them appeared in the 
streets on their way to the 
churches which were almost as 
well filled as usual. 


Shells Fall Every 20 Minutes. 


'At flrst tho shells began arriving 


'at intervals ot 20 minutes and the 
-detonations, considering1 the Sunday 
,calm, seemed louder than those on 
"Saturday. 
The 
populace, 
however, 


•refused to he distracted from their 
Sunday habits to any great extent. 


For the benefit of that portion of 


the populace which has been led to 
'believe the Germans 
had 
broken 


through .the line and were bombard- 
Ing Paris . from nearby positions, a 
semi-official note was'issued during 
the day.

"The French front is intact," said

Paris little Disturbed. 


1 Although during the earlier1 hours 
-of the bombardiaent tho shells arriv- 
ed on 20 minute intervals, later in tho 
'day they began arriving every 15 min-

•even fell 12 minutes apart.

'the early hours of tho morning tralflc 
in the streets of Paris was shut down 
or curtailed, but before noon both the 
subways and tramways began run- 
ning again.

streets of the city showed great anl- 
•matlon. The government haa decided 
•that in the future the bombardment 
•of Paris by long distance suns shall 
not interrupt the normal life of the 
capital, but that tho population shall 
be warned of a bombardment by dis- 
tinctive means, differing from the us- 
ual warning sent out in cases of air 
raids. Drums will be beaten and the 
police will sound whistles.

French Press Astonished.

Dr. Anita Newcomb HcGee of Wash- 


Ing, D. C., probably will retain the 
distinction of being the only woman 
commissioned to serve In the United 
States army. 


In the ruling that woman physicians 


are not eligible to appointment in the 
officers* rescrvex corps of the army the 
Judge advocate general has held that 
they can serve as contract surgeons 
because of the precedent set In the 
Spanish-American war when Doctor 
McGee was made acting assistant 
and contract surgeon of the army to 
organize the army nurse corps. 


The need for contract surgeons has 


practically disappeared. It is stated, 
the work formerly done by them now < 
being performed, for the most part, by 
medical officers in the reserve corps, 


Doctor McGee, who Is a daughter of 


the late Simon Newcomb, Is the only 
woman member of the Association of 
Military Surgeons of the "United States 
and the Spanish-American War Veter- 
ans.
